Arranged, and given 
precedence, they form the substance 
of a vital personality, that gives 
color, force, and completeness to 
whatever philosophy is evolved. 
It takes but a brief time to scent 
the life philosophy of anyone. It 
is defined in the conversation, in 
the look of the eye. and in tile 
general mien of the person. It has 
no hiding place. I f s like the perfume 
of the flower—unseen, but known 
almost instantly. It is the possession 
of the successful, and the happy. 
And it can be greatly embellished 
by the absorption of ideas and ex­ 
periences of the useful of this earth.
